The composer Ippolitow-Ivanow was born in Gatchina, 
Russia, November 19, 1859. Being conductor of symphony 
concerts at Tiflis for a number of years, he made a close 
study of the music of the various Caucasian races, especially 
the Georgians. This suite was composed in 1895. His style 
is essentially lyrical, straight forward and agreeably 
melodious. 


Second Concerto, Op. 22.C. Saint-Saens 

For Piano and Orchestra 
MR. GUS'TAV DUNKELBERGER 
Saint-Saens (1835-1921), the foremost exponent of the 
French Classical schools, has written five piano concertos 
of which the second is probably the most important. After 
a brief introduction in the solo there is a tutti for full 
orchestra followed by the principal subject in the solo instru¬ 
ment. There are episodal passages before the presentation 
of the second subject in the solo after which there is bril¬ 
liant development and a passage in the nature of a cadenza. 

The piano presents material similar to that of the intro¬ 
duction bringing the movement to a sonorous close.
